Harbor College Students 
Visit Shell Chemical Plant

"Forty-three students of petroleum refining at Har­ 
bor Junior college visited the Shell Chemical corporation's 
plant in Torrance this week," Neil F. Blaine, petroleum in­ 
structor, said today. Jn two separate field trips the*————————————————————
students Vvitnessed the produc­ 
tion of solid synthetic rubber 
from la (ox and petroleum pro­ 
ducts. They followed the raw 
materials through three separ­ 
ate plants to where the syn­ 
thetic rubber was made and 
stored Into bales. The three 
area* visited Included the buta 
dtene, styrene and the copolyner 
plants. The production methods 
witnessed are tied in closely 
with actual classroom work In 
the petroleum classes at the j 
college. j

The students learned during | 
their visit, that 70 per cent of \ 
the rubber now used in the 
United States is synthetic, and 
sells wholesale at twenty-three 
cents per pound, while natural 
rubber, which has to be im­ 
ported, sellh at forty-five cents 
per pound.

"All of our students were Im­ 
pressed with the magnitude and

the excellent appearance of the 
plants." Mr. Blaine said. ,"The 
cooperation and willingness of 
the employees in answering 
questions for the students was 
greatly appreciated," he added.
